Text, “The hour cometh and 
now is.” John 4:21. 


All of the saints are earnestly 
requested to pray while I speak 
to you on the subject an- 
nounced. It is my understand- 
ing that thisis not intended 
especially for a sermon but I 
quote this text to you for the 
reason that I feel that we should 
always honor the Word of God, 
and that it should be first, or 
take the lead in everything. 

‘(1.) We will consider the 
importance of the hour. We are 
moving up to some of the great- 
est times in the history of the 
Church. The Church of God is 
making itself known to this lost 
world as never before. There 
never was an age that is more 
important than this hour, I look 
on this great Assembly as an 
eventful occasion. We will nev- 
er be the same after this As- 
sembly. Our spiritual qualifi- 
cations for the past year will 
not suffice for the coming year. 
While the church makes her 
wonderful developments in its 
various departments it becomes 
necessary for us to wait before 
God for a special anointing for 
the work to which He has called 
us. It requires an additional 
supply of divine grace to make 
us equal to the increased re- 
sponsibilities. This is not only 
an important hour in the his- 
tory of the Church but it is an 
important hour in our lives. Oh, 
we must be true to the trust 
that He has committed to us. 

(2) Review the Past.—We 
do not deem it necessary to take 
your time in reviewing the past. 
With this, we are all somewhat 
familiar. We might very briefly 
take a general survey of the 
situation.

Surely missed God some- 
where). But when he gathered 
some stones together for his 
pillow and lay down with his

I cannot imagine how Jacob 
felt at that time and I don’t 
know how you readers all feel 
about that expression, but I do 
know that as far as I am con- 
cerned personally, I feel some- 
thing roll over my soul and my 
very being every time I read 
that expression; surely it has 
something to do with us now 
at this time.

Then I want youto notice

again that in verse 11 as he 
lay down he took the stones 
(which was more than one) and 
put them for his pillows. And 
again in verse 18 he rose up 
early in the morning and took 
(singular) that he 
had put for his pillow and _ set’ 
it (singular) up for a pillar and 
poured oil on the top of it and 
called the name of that place 


Bethel; that is the House of 
God. Oh hallelujah! 

One thought I want you to 
get right here and that is that 
during the time he was behold- 
ing the vision or some time be- 
tween the time he lay down and 
the time he arose, the stones he 
put for his pillows had become 
united as one and that when he 
arose instead of being stones 
(in the plural) it became a 
stone (in the singular). What 
a wonderful thought plural at 
night, singular in the morning. 
divided at night, united in the 
morning. 

This brings us again to Jesus’ 
prayer in John 17:17, sanctify 
t‘1em through thy truth: thy 
word is truth. 

Verse 21, That they all may 
b> one; as thou Father, art in 
»e, and Tin thee, that they also 
may be one in us; that the world 
may believe that thou hast sent 
me. 

The thought Is that as Jacob 
saw the Church of God and the 
stones (members) becoming 
united as one so we as _ lively 
stones or members of the 
Church of God today ought to 
be united as one oras Jesus 
and his Father are one. Then 
as Jacob saw the beginning of 
the Church of God in his day 
when he set the stone up for a 
pillar and poured oil on the top 
of it and called it Bethel so we 
now in our day may know how 
we ought to behave ourselves in 
the House of God which is the 
Church of the living God, the 
pillar and ground of the truth. 
And as the stones under Jacob’s 
head became one, so we must 
become one that Jesus may 
present it to himself a glorious 
Church without spot or wrinkle 
or any such thing, but that it 
should be holy and without 
blemish. Hallelujah. 


Another thought is that Jacob 
said, “This is none other but 
the house of God, and this is the 
gate of heaven.” Now we know 
that according to Jacob’s_ in- 
terpretation of his own vision 
or dream that he interpreted it 
to be the Church of God. We 
also know that according to 
Paul’s instructions to Timothy 
in 1 Tim. 3:15, that Paul looked 
down along the ages and could 
see that the house of God that 
Jacob saw andthe house of 
+od in Paul’s day were identical- 
ly the same and that it was the 
Church of God the pillar and 
ground of the truth. 


Now then if the “House of 
God” that Jacob saw or estab- 
lished was the gate of heaven, 
then the same one Paul was 
talking to Timothy about must 
also have been the gate of heav- 
en and then we find in Psa. 87: 
2 that David said, “The Lord 
loveth the gates of Zion more 
than all the dwellings of Jacob.” 
It seems to me like that it brings 
us as the Church of God in very 
close proximity to heaven and 
if this is the gate of heaven and 
it is, it seems to me that people 
ought to be in a hurry to get 
very near the gate.
